“Man o’ the People” has used 
italics to emphasise the one part 
of this message which is not likely 
to cause the Nazis excessive alarm 
or to give much comfort to the 
desperately hard-pressed Russian 
troops. He thinks it might have

HOUGH there was some 

| crittism of minor details,

It is to be noted, however, that 
some five or six thousand sturdy 
farmhands are liable to military 
service under the call-up of men 
of nineteen, 

The Minister of Agriculture may 
have a hard struggle to keep 
these essential workers out of the 
Forces. His Labour Department 
expects to retain all but a hand- 
ful of them and it certainly ought 
not to give way on this matter. 

The Services have always had 
an insatiable appetite for man- 
power, but they will have to be 
rationed like everybody else when- 
ever their demands conflict with 
nationa! economy. 

Even in the Home Guard there 
are some officers who have no 
sense of proportion. A farmer of 
my acquaintance told me the other 
day that one of his cow hands 
missed some drill or exercise for 
the very good reason that two 
cows were calving at the time. 

Not only was this man unwar- 
rantably “ticked off” when he 
next reported to his unit, but the 
farmer himself was curtly in- 
formed that he was expected to 
keep his men free for Home Guard 
duty. 

Apparently the pompous officer 
concerned thinks that cows can 
be trained to calve to schedule 
time! Actually, it is not only the 
right. but the plain duty, of all 
farmers to keep men at essential
